The Jadranska Linijska Ploridba (Adriatic Navigation Line) had fulfilled 
ita 1948 plan for passenger transportation 110 percent and for passenger miles 
120 percent by the end of Ootober, although the Line’s traffic on Lake Skadar 
and along the Montenegrin coast was discontinued on 1 August and 33 regular 
routes were cancelled on 1 October. 


Because of the shortage of ship tonnage, overhauling and rebuilding of the 
BilTa, the Gradao, the Ugljan, the Pasoan, the Shim, tbe Lorran, the Bakar, and 
the Bab had to be poetponed . 


Although its fleet has only 30 percent of prewar coastal tannage the Line 
carried 208 percent more passengers during the first 9 months of 1948 than in 
1939* The* following table shows achicrenexvts of various lines:
